The University of Northern lowa requests approval of a project description and
budget for the Institutional Roads 2001—Reconstruction of 31° Street project
($401,157) which will reconstruct and extend portions of 31% Street in the
southwest area of campus.

This project will reconstruct the area of 31% Street from Nebraska to Kansas
Streets, and extend 31% Street approximately 1,000 feet west of Kansas Street;
the project will also re-paint the Hudson Road overpass just north of 27" Street.
The extension of 31%" Street will improve access to the west campus and the
Native Roadside Vegetation Enhancement Center, which will be developed at
Warehouse #1. A map showing the location of the proposed extension of
31% Street to the west, and its future extension to the north (to be included in a
separate project), is included as Attachment A on page 3.
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The project is consistent with the Institutional Roads program approved by the
Board in July 2000.

Permission to proceed with the project was not required since the project budget
does not exceed $1,000,000.
